regards the arrangement and the wording of 
the text. Master Bartholomew's medical book 
has been published by F. Pfeiffer, from a 
Bavarian manuscript written about the middle 
of the 13th Century, and once preserved in the 
monastery of Tegernsee (now cod. germ. 92 of 
the Bavarian State Library ; cf. Sitzungs-Ber. d. 
phil. hist. Classe der Kais. Akad. d. Wiss, 
vol. 42, p. 110 seqg.). The work is a translation 
of a Latin book, which in its turn was compiled 
from various Greek authors and from other 
sources. According to Pfeiffer this magister 
Bartholomaeus is identical with the Franciscan 
Friar, Barth.
